tained is u brilliant rod rock known ,as 
cinnabar. When of high purity, it is 
actually vermiilion in color. Cinnabar 
is the original source of the pigment 
known commercially as vermiilion. Jt 
is a compound of sulphur and quick- 
silver, and in order to separate the 
latter from the sulphur the rock is 
roasted. Passing oil" in the firm of a 
gas, tlie mercury is afterward cou- 
ddnsedand Hows out in a line stream, 
like a continuous pencil of molten 
silver.
